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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee 


Ladies  and  Gentlemenj 

It  is  my  pleasure  to  submit  to  you  the  annual  report  on  the  health  of  the 
district  for  1968,  This  is  my  first  report  to  you  since  I  succeeded  Dr. 

J.  M.  Watt  in  November  of  that  year.  Since  the  majority  of  the  year  covered 
work  carried  out  by  my  predecessor  and  his  staff,  I  have  decided  to  retain  the 
present  format  of  the  report,  i„e.  my  report  being  followed  by  an  account  of 
the  work  of  the  Health  Services  provided  by  the  West  Riding  County  Council  and 
then,  the  yearly  review  of  the  activities  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
and  his  Department. 

As  more  nursing  and  medical  staff  become  available,  I  look  forward  to  a 
considerable  expansion  in  that  portion  of  our  services  which  are  provided  by 
the  County  Council  and,  in  this  report,  I  have  outlined  briefly  the  many  fields 
in  which  this  expansion  is  likely  to  take  place. 

Yet  again,  there  has  been  a  marked  rise  in  the  deaths  from  lung  cancer.  In 
addition,  deaths  from  chronic  bronchitis  and  ischaemic  heart  disease  show  an 
increase,  together  with  mortality  from  cerebrovascular  lesions  of  the  brain, 
(cerebral  thrombosis  and  cerebral  haemorrhage).  Deaths  from  violent  causes, 
motor  and  home  accidents,  and  suicides,  are  much  the  same  as  in  previous  years. 

Perinatal  mortality  (i.e.  stillbirths  and  deaths  in  infancy  occurring  before 
the  age  of  one  month),  is  just  above  the  national  average,  being  26.4  per  thousand 
births,  live  and  still,  compared  with  a  national  figure  of  24.7.  This  figure 
for  1968,  is  a  decided  improvement  on  the  1967  result  of  29  per  thousand  but, 
of  course,  there  is  undoubtedly  scope  for  a  further  reduction.  The  birth  rate 
for  the  area  is  20.6  per  thousand,  well  above  the  national  figure  of  16.9  per 
thousand  and  as  Mrs.  Brooks,  my  Divisional  Nursing  Officer,  remarks  in  her 
report  on  the  domiciliary  midwifery  services,  more  and  more  women  are  being 
confined  in  hospital.  In  1964,  there  was  some  929  births  at  home  compared  with 
a  total  of  2,073,  whereas  the  figures  for  1968  were  554  domiciliary  confinements 
in  some  2,206  births.  This  trend  towards  hospital  confinement  is  an  ever- 
increasing  one  and  has  resulted  in  a  decrease  in  the  numbers  of  domiciliary 
Midwives.  Difficulties  have  been  encountered  in  the  administration  of  the 
domiciliary  services  as  a  result  of  this  staff  reduction,  but  recent  changes 
should  solve  these  problems. 

In  the  field  of  infectious  diseases,  members  will  note  from  the  figures 
that  the  number  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  is  falling  steadily.  In  this  context, 

I  am  particularly  pleased  to  see  the  high  level  of  response  by  parents  to  our 
B.C.G.  vaccination  of  school  children.  This  is  one  of  the  most  important  of 
all  preventive  medicine  procedures  which  my  staff  carry  out  in  schools  and  one 
which  must  be  kept  at  a  high  level  of  acceptance. 


The  introduction  of  measles  vaccination  on  a  country=wide  scale  during  the 
latter  part  of  1967  and  throughout  1968,  should  result  in  a  widespread  drop  in 
the  number  of  cases  during  1969,  Measles  is  a  debilitating  and  unpleasant 
disease  which,  in  a  small  percentage  of  cases,  leads  to  troublesome  chest  and 
upper  respiratory  tract  complications.  Like  diphtheria,  which  has  almost 
disappeared  as  a  disease  in  Western  European  countries  and  in  North  America,  it 
would  seem  logical  to  look  forward  to  a  similar  state  of  affairs  with  regard 
to  measles  during  the  early  1970* s. 

The  occurrence  of  an  isolated  case  of  poliomyelitis  in  November  1968  in  an 
unvaccinated  child  within  the  Divisional  Area,  highlights  the  necessity  for 
continued  vigilance.  It  is  not  so  very  long  ago  that  Polio  claimed  many  victims 
each  year,  particularly  amongst  the  young  and  active  members  of  the  population, 
However,  now  a  few  drops  of  oral  vaccine  on  a  sugar  lump  (which  all  will  agree, 
is  a  painless  procedure),  can  prevent  a  lifetime’s  disability. 

In  this  context,  the  recent  introduction  of  computerisation  of  immunisation 
records  over  the  entire  West  Riding,  should  be  mentioned.  Whilst  there  will 
inevitably  be  minor  difficulties  in  the  implementation  of  this  scheme,  it  is 
hoped  that  the  rate  of  immunisation  and  vaccination  will  be  brought  up  to  the 
85  ”  90%  level,  thus  ensuring  a  more  than  adequate  "herd”  immunity  to  a  number 
of  diseases. 

As  a  Division,  with  a  larger  than  average  birth-rate,  we  must  look  to  the 
expansion  of  our  facilities  for  the  younger  age  groups.  Members  will  know  of 
the  considerable  number  of  new  schools  which  are  being  constructed  within  the 
area  and  I  propose  to  reorientate  the  work  of  the  School  Health  Services  to  a 
large  extent.  During  the  school  year,  1969  -  1970,  we  hope  to  introduce,  on 
a  widespread  scale,  pre-school  examinations  for  children  in  the  4-plus  age 
group.  These  examinations  will  be  carried  out  at  our  clinics  and  should  enable 
us  to  anticipate  medical  difficulties  which  may  arise.  As  a  result  of 
collaboration  with  parents  and  teachers,  I  hope  that  the  routine  examination  of 
school  children  will  be  discontinued  (except  for  the  annual  checking  of  vision 
and  hearing),  and  be  replaced  by  a  selective  system  of  examination.  This 
should  have  many  advantages,  (a)  a  child  who  is  handicapped  for  any  reason,  can 
receive  more  attention  than  his  more  fortunate  companions,  (b)  the  School 
Medical  Officers  will  be  able  to  visit  the  school  more  frequently,  thus  getting 
to  know  both  children  and  teaching  staff  better  and  enquiring  into  difficult 
cases  in  greater  depth.  (c)  Less  dislocation  will  be  caused  to  school  routine 
and,  (d)  as  a  result  of  this  increased  school  visiting  by  both  Health  Visitors 
and  medical  staff,  those  children  who  are  handicapped  by  medical  and  para-medical 
problems  will  be  identified  more  quickly  and,  we  hope,  their  problems  will  be 
dealt  with  more  expeditiously. 

As  yet,  there  are  no  formal  family  planning  facilities  in  this  area. 

However,  it  is  hoped  to  set  up  at  least  two  clinics  during  1969.  These  will, 
of  course,  be  run  by  the  Family  Planning  Association  as  agents  for  the  West 
Riding  County  Council  and  they  will  use  our  existing  clinic  premises. 


At  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  we  have  been  without  a  Speech  Therapist 
for  at  least  eight  months.  The  two  ladies,  Mrs.  Shaughnessy  and  Mrs.  Jotic, 
who  worked  in  the  Division  on  a  part-time  basis,  both  resigned  within  a  few 
weeks  of  each  other  in  November  1968,  This  has  resulted  in  the  drastic 
curtailment  of  a  very  vital  service  However,  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  a 
new  Speech  Therapist  has  recently  been  appointed  and  she  will  work  both  in  this 
Division  and  in  Division  27  -  Doncaster, 

At  the  present  time,  a  new  Special  Care  Unit  is  being  constructed  at  the 
Maltby  Training  Centre.  When  this  is  completed  in  the  Autumn  of  1969,  the 
somewhat  overcrowded  conditions  within  the  Training  Centre  will  be  alleviated 
and  instead  of  three  classes  in  the  Junior  Wing,  there  will  be  a  reduction  in 
the  number  of  children  in  each  class,  to  form  four  classes.  I  hope  that  this 
will  result  in  more  effective  teaching  being  given  to  these  smaller  numbers. 

In  addition,  the  Special  Care  Unit  itself,  may  be  capable  of  some  slight 
expansion  in  terms  of  numbers. 

Recently,  the  recruitment  of  Health  Visiting  staff  to  the  Division  has 
improved  and  I  hope  that  this  will  result  in  an  improved  service  to  the  schools, 
particularly  in  relation  to  Health  Education,  On  this  subject,  I  hope  to  have 

discussions  with  my  colleagues  in  the  Education  Department  on  ways  in  which  we 
can  stimulate  interest  in  this  very  vital  field,  I  think  that  too  often, 
contentious  subjects  such  as  drugs,  alcohol,  venereal  diseases,  etc.,  are 
highlighted  and  what  we  really  need,  is  a  wide  ranging  programme  during  the 
school  curriculum,  which  gives  instruction  in  all  aspects  of  health. 

The  report  of  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  illustrates  how  the  work 
of  his  Department  ip  increasing  in  variety  and  complexity.  As  we  strive  to 
improve  the  health,  hygiene  and  amenities  in  the  district,  I  feel  that  due  note 
should  be  taken  of  the  extremely  important  work  which  Mr.  Oddy's  Department 
carries  out. 

In  October,  1968,  shortly  before  I  arrived.  Dr.  C.  C.  Harvey,  Consultant 
Paediatrician  to  the  West  Riding  County  Council,  died  suddenly.  It  soon  became 
apparent  to  me  what  valuable  work  Dr.  Harvey  had  performed  in  this  Division  and 
there  is  little  doubt  we  shall  miss  his  wise  counselling. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department 
and  the  Divisional  Health  Department  for  their  help  and  co-operation  during  my 
settling  in  period,  particularly  Mr,  Oddy,  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector, 
Mrs.  Brooks,  my  Divisional  Nursing  Officer,  and  Mr.  Hill,  Divisional  Chief 
Clerk.  Lastly,  I  would  like  to  thank  Councillor  McLean  and  all  his  colleagues 
on  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  the  kindness  and  consideration  shown  to  me 
during  my  first  months  in  office.

Midwifery 


The  changes  in  the  Midwifery  Servicej,  which  were  evident  in  1967,  continued 
during  the  past  year  with  domiciliary  confinements  showing  a  further  decrease  to 
548  home  conf inements »  There  was  also  a  corresponding  increase  in  hospital 
confinements  for  short  stay. 

This  change  resulted  in  a  slight  reduction  of  full-time  staff  to  thirteen  full¬ 
time  midwives,  and  four  part-time,  which  has  produced  a  larger  operational  area  for 
individual  midwives,  and  makes  efficient  communications  a  necessity  to  enable  every 
midwife  to  reach  her  patient  with  the  minimum  of  delay. 

To  aid  communications,  preparations  have  gone  forward  to  operate  a  night  rota 
system  as  soon  as  possible.  With  the  co-operation  of  the  Ambulance  Service,  this 
should  minimise  the  frustrations  of  patients,  relatives  and  friends. 

To  ensure  that  all  midwives  maintain  their  skills, and  continue  their  interest, 
arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Matron  of  Moorgate  Hospital  for  each  midwife 
to  spend  one  week  at  the  hospital,  commencing  January,  1969.  This  will  also 
enable  the  staff  to  observe  new  techniques  and  procedures  and  should  assist  in  a 
greater  liaison  with  the  hospital  staff  and  help  all  midwives  to  understand  each 
other's  problems. 

A  large  proportion  of  the  midwives'  time  continues  to  be  spent  on  ante-natal 
care  and  mothercraft  teaching,  these  clinics  operate  weekly  in  most  areas.  The 
number  of  visits  to  homes  of  patients  at  the  request  of  hospitals  to  assess 
suitability  for  early  discharge  increased  by  98  over  the  previous  year  to  a  total 
of  361. 

The  end  of  1968  saw  the  commencement  of  disposable  items  of  equipment,  both 
for  the  midwives'  bags  and  new  delivery  packs  to  be  used  for  domiciliary  confinements, 
with  a  smaller  pack  to  be  used  for  the  early  discharge  cases  from  hospitals. 

Two  midwives  attended  Refresher  Courses  and  one  attended  the  In-service 
Training  Course  at  Grantley  Hall.

Health  Visiting. 

The  change  in  the  work  of  the  Health  Visitor  has  been  marked  during  the 
past  year;  while  continuing  home  visiting  to  the  new  born,  much  more  time  is 
now  spent  in  early  detection  of  ill  health,  the  surveillance  of  high  risk  groups, 
and  extfcra  support  to  families  during  periods  of  stress,  with  advice  and  guidance 
in  cases  of  illness,  together  with  the  care  and  management  of  young  children. 


In  addition,  a  considerable  number  of  clinic  consultations  have  been 
undertaken,  also  screening  for  deafness,  testing  for  phenylketonuria  and  the 
Ortolani  test  to  exclude  congenital  dislocation  of  the  hip. 

The  handicapped  child  has  been  given  special  care  and  provided  with  aids 
where  necessary. 

Many  more  visits  to  the  geriatric  patient  have  been  undertaken  at  the 
request  of  the  family  doctors,  and  the  opening  of  a  day  care  unit  at  Nether 
Edge  Hospital  has  been  of  benefit  to  a  few  patients  who  live  near  to  the 
Sheffield  area,  this  gives  tremendous  relief  to  relatives  and  reduces  the 
waiting  list  in  geriatric  units. 

The  School  Service  remains  the  responsibility  of  the  Health  Visitor;  in 
most  areas  an  Assistant  is  available  to  help  with  the  routine  work  of  medical 
and  hygiene  surveys  and  the  necessary  follow-up  of  needy  cases. 


Two  student  Health  Visitors  at  the  Sheffield  Training  School  were  placed 
with  the  Field  Work  Instructor  for  their  practical  training.  Both  students 
successfully  completed  the  course. 

The  sttaff  situation  remains  as  last  year  with  fifteen  Health  Visitors  and 
five  Assistants;  there  were  two  resignations  and  one  retirement. 

Three  Health  Visitors  were  allocated  to  the  Division  from  the  student 
Training  Course. 

One  Health  Visitor  attended  a  Refresher  Course  and  two  attended  the  In- 
service  Training  Course  at  Grantley  Hall. 

Care  of  the  Unmarried  Mother  and  Her  Child. 


108  cases  in  the  Division  were  reported  to  me  for  attention  during  1968. 

48  mothers  were  under  20  years,  46  were  20  -  30  and  14  were  30  years 
and  upwards, 

79  were  single  wimen,  14  married  women  but  had  illegitimate  pregnancies; 

15  were  widowed  or  divorced  women. 

Settlement  of  these  cases  was  as  follows:- 

69  mothers  kept  their  babies. 

22  babies  were  adopted. 

2  babies  were  fostered. 

4  babies  died. 

6  cases  were  settled  by  marriage, 

2  babies  were  taken  into  the  grandparents'  homes. 

3  cases  were  not  finally  settled  at  the  year  end. 

Children  Neglected  or  Ill-treated  in  their  own  Homes. 

One  Meeting  of  the  Co-Ordinating  Committee  was  held  in  1968.  Full 
attendance  occurred  of  members  of  the  Committee  and  individual  members 
benefited  greatly  by  reports  upon  the  various  services  involved. 

One  case  was  assisted  by  the  provision  of  a  Home  Help  without  assessment. 
This  family  has  beenc  on  the  Problem  Family  Register  for  some  years  and  it  was 
thought  that  a  Home  Help  might  educate  the  mother  in  the  care  of  the  children. 
This  did  not,  in  fact,  materialise. 

No  cases  were  granted  rent  guarantees. 

Liaison  with  Hospitals. 

The  two  Health  Visitors  engaged  in  this  work  visit  the  Rotherham  General 
hospitals  weekly,  the  specialist  hospitals  monthly.  During  the  past  year,  46 
visits  were  made  to  the  general  hospitals  and  10  to  the  specialist  hospitals. 
The  staff  interviewed  375  patients  in  the  general  hospitals  and  27  in  the 
specialist  hospitals,  chiefly  at  the  request  of  the  hospital  staff.  Most  of 
these  patients  also  had  a  home  visit  paid  by  the  field  staff. 


The  time  involved  varies  considerably  with  the  cases;  the  hospital  visits 
take  up  one  session  per  week. 

In  the  Sheffield  hospitals^  liaison  is  carried  out  by  contacting  the  Medical 
Social  Worker  at  each  hospital.  When  there  are  medical  problems,  arrangements 
have  been  made  to  meet  the  Consultant  staffs  these  meetings,  while  few  in 
number,  have  resulted  in  a  more  satisfactory  solution  of  the  patients’  needs 
and  care. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  the  Children’s  Hospital  Consultant,  Mr. 
Zachary,  made  arrangements  for  a  Health  Visitor  to  have  access  to  his  records 
of  all  spina  bifida  cases.  This  proved  most  helpful  in  the  follow  up  of 
these  cases,  especially  where  extra  support  to  the  family  was  required. 

Health  Education 


This  field  of  teaching  forms  a  large  part  of  the  routine  work  for  the 
Health  Visiting  staff,  both  in  clinics  and  homes.  More  requests  have  been 
received  this  year  from  schools  to  assist  in  their  programmes,  talks  have 
been  given  on  a  variety  of  subjects,  the  most  popular  being,  mothercraft, 
personal  hygiene,  home  safety  and  the  Health  Services. 

A  large  quantity  of  visual  aids  have  been  used,  and  leaflets  distributed, 
together  with  the  use  of  posters,  displays  and  films,  both  sound  and  still, 
shown  on  a  variety  of  topics. 

Several  clinics  now  encourage  school  children  to  attend  the  baby  sessions 
for  observation.  The  girls  like  this  and  the  school  staff  consider  it  to  be 
of  help  in  the  teaching  of  their  home-making  series.

Home  Nursing 

The  past  year  has  shown  an  increasing  number  of  patients  attended  by  the 
Home  Nurses „  This  would  seem  due  to  the  earlier  discharge  of  patients  from 
hospital,  and  general  practitioner  attachment. 


The  largest  group  of  patients  nursed  are  the  elderlyp  there  has  also 
been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  requests  received  for  supervision  and 
bathing  onlyo  These  visits  are  very  time-consuming  and  do  not  always 
require  the  skills  of  the  trained  nurses,  a  task  that  could  well  be 
performed  by  bath  attendants. 

The  staff  remained  fairly  constant  during  the  year^  there  were  two 
retirements,  two  resignations  and  three  appointments.  One  nurse  completed 
the  new  W.R.C.C.  District  Nurses  Training  Course,  which  has  now  replaced  that 
of  the  Queen’s  Institute  of  District  Nurses  which  discontinued  training  in 
May,  1968. 

The  disposable  items  are  now  in  constant  use,  making  nursing  procedures 
easier  and  time-saving.  An  experiment  took  place  during  the  year  to  assess 
the  value  of  a  variety  of  pads  which  manufacturers  have  produced  to  prevent 
pressure  sores.  The  Pad  considered  to  be  the  most  satisfactory  was  the 


Sleepskin,  which  is  manufactured  fibre,  easily  laundered.

On  two  occasions  "first  draw"  samples  for  plumbo= solvency  examination 
showed  the  presence  of  lead  at  0.07  and  0,08  p.p.m.  respectively;  whereas 
second  draw  samples  were  completely  lead^free.  On  each  occasion  repeat 
samples  were  taken  and  found  to  be  lead^free.  After  discussions  with  the 
Water  Board’s  Engineer 5  a  report  was  received  from  Dr.  Hoather  of  the 
Counties*  Public  Health  Laboratories  (a  leading  authority  on  water 
examination);  and  it  was  interesting  to  note  therefrom  that  a  standard  of 
0.05  p.p.m,  in  a  supply  generally  was  accepted  by  the  W,H,0,  in  1963. 

However,  it  was  accepted  that  lead  content  in  water  in  prolonged  contact  with 
pipes  (i.e.  standing  overnight)  may  be  higher,  and  readings  of  0.05  to  0.10 
p.p.m.  in  first  draw’  samples  would  be  regarded  as  satisfactory.

A  firm  of  producers  was  prosecuted  in  connection  with  a  dirty  bottle, 
and  the  Court  imposed  a  fine  of  £10.,  plus  £6.  6.  Od,  costs. 

Consequent  upon  a  second  complaint,  the  Council  decided  that,  instead  of 
taking  proceedings,  they  should  arrange  a  joint  meeting  with  the  firm  concerned 
to  discuss  ways  and  means  of  reducing  the  incidence  of  dirty  bottle  complaints. 
Ultimately,  such  a  meeting  was  held  at  the  plant  with  members  of  the  firm’s 
Hygiene  Board  and  Area  Management;  and  arising  therefrom,  the  firm  agreed  to 
implement  the  following  recommendations,  viz,.- 

(i)  to  arrange  for  regular  eye-sight  tests  for  plant  operators. 

(ii)  to  limit  ’’spotting  periods'  to  not  more  than  20  minutes. 

(iii)  to  arrange  regular  joint  meetings  with  plant  staff  to  keep 
efficiency  to  the  forefront, 

(iv)  to  consider  the  installation  of  a  mechanical  bottle  inspecting 
device  in  the  event  of  one  at  present  on  test  being 
satisfactory. 

Since  the  meeting,  it  is  pleasing  to  record  a  total  absence  of  "bottle" 
complaints.

The  following  successful  prosecutions  were  taken  under  Section  2  of  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act^  I955j  viZo 

(a)  Against  local  retailers  for  the  sale  of  mouldy  bread;  each  partner  being 
fined  £5.  plus  £5,  5.  Od.  costs, 

(b)  Against  a  bakery  company  for  the  sale  at  their  local  branch  shop  of  a  loaf 

bread  containing  mineral  oil  (similar  to  lubricating  oil);  the  Court 

imposing  a  fine  of  £10,  plus  £7,  7,  Od.  costs. 

Arising  from  a  consumer  complaint  about  green  discolouration  on  tinned 
meat  purchased  from  a  stall  on  Maltby  Market p  it  was  noted  thatp  in  addition 
to  being  rusty^  the  tin  bore  pieces  of  an  old  label  of  a  different  type 

beneath  the  label  under  which  the  product  was  sold.  It  was  considered  that 

this  latter  fact  could  be  a  contravention  of  the  Labelling  of  Foods  Orders^ 
and  the  matter  was  reported  to  the  Divisional  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures. 
In  his  presence  some  37  tins  on  the  stall  were  found  unfit  and  surrendered 
voluntarily.  The  Divisional  Inspector  then  submitted  the  unsound  meat  for 
analysis  and  it  was  found  that  the  stains  were  caused  by  traces  of  iron  from  the 
corroded  tinplate.  He  also  made  exhaustive  enquiries  within  the  Riding  and 
found  that  a  substantial  quantity  of  the  product  was  on  retail  sale;  and  test 
purchases  revealed  faulty  conditions  in  a  percentage  of  tins.  Following 
consultations  with  the  suppliers p  the  Divisional  Inspector  arranged  for  all 
existing  stocks  of  the  product  to  be  withdrawn  from  the  Yorkshire  area;  and 
in  a  subsequent  report  he  stated  thatp  in  view  of  the  wholesale  stock  with¬ 
drawal,  no  further  action  was  considered  necessary.

Arising  from  an  investigation  into  an  accident  at  a  local  food-shop 
in  which  a  female  employee  had  the  fingers  of  her  right  hand  injured  in 
a  steak  tenderising  machine the  authority  took  proceedings  against  the 

1 1  ft 

employers  under  Sections  17  and  63  of  the  Act,  A  plea  of  Guilty  was 
entered  by  the  defendants 9  and  the  magistrates  court  imposed  a  fine  of 
£30.  plus  7  guineas  costs. 

There  was  ample  evidence  that  employees  had  been  accustomed  for 
some  time  to  use  the  machine  with  the  safety  guard  plate  either  loose  or 
totally  raised;  but  there  was  conflict  of  opinion  and  proof  as  to  the 
reasons  why  (i,e„  whether  the  switch  lock  to  the  guard  plate  was  faulty, 
or  whether  the  machine  was  not  capable  of  dealing  with  soft  steak  when 
the  guard  plate  was  locked).  Working  tests  on  the  machine  during 
inves tigat ionp  however,  did  not  bear  out  the  latter  contention. 
Nevertheless,  the  investigation  did  prove  that  the  switch-lock  on  the 
machine  was  not  "positive'*  in  that  it  could  be  easily  activated  by  a  thin 
piece  of  metal  and  the  machine  used  without  the  guard  locked  in  place. 

The  District  Inspector  of  Factories  was  acquainted  with  the  findings,  and 
I  understand  that  the  safety  factor  of  these  machines  is  to  be  further 
investigated . 

( g)  Accidents. 

Apart  from  the  accident  referred  to  in  (f)  above,  only  one  other 
accident  was  reported  during  the  year.  This  was  where  a  delivery  van 
driver  complained  of  a  pain  in  his  back  after  lowering  a  tray  of  goods 
to  the  floor;  but,  on  the  statements  made,  no  action  was  deemed  necessary.

In  the  latter  part  of  the  year  one  of  our  Council  houses  was  supplied 
with  a  sample  plastic  dustbin  with  a  view  to  assessing  its  practicability, 
Obviouslyj)  the  new  style  bin  has  many  advantages p  both  for  the  householder 
and  the  refuse  col  lector p  but  the  main  difficulty  to  surmount  is  in  impressing 
upon  users  the  necessity  for  cooling  hot  ashes  before  depositing  them  in 
the  bin,  Meanwhi le^  the  sample  remains  on  test  until  mid=1969,

The  re-scheduled  collection  routine  introduced  in  ,1967  did  not  require 
any  re^^ad justment  during  the  year^  and  once  again  a  weekly  service  was 
maintained  for  domestic  and  business  premises,  and  a  twice-weekly  one  for 
schools  and  certain  commercial  premises.  Thanks  to  close  co-operation 
with  the  Surveyor  in  conaer^'l'i  on  with  extra  transport  and  additional 
labour,  the  customary  temporary  disruptions  at  Bank  Holidays  and  during 
extremely  adverse  winter  conditions  were  minimal  in  duration. 


Unfortunately,  the  service  was  beset  during  the  year  with  staffing 
problems  which  tend  to  reflect  on  efficiencyo  Newly  recruited  personnel 
or  temporary  casual  labourers  are  not  fully  conversant  with  the  various 
rounds;  andj  despite  general  supervision  by  the  regular  crew-meUp  there 
IS  a  tendency  for  odd  properties  to  be  missed  p  empty  bins  to  be  returned 
to  wrong  locations p  etc.  Not  unnaturally^  the  aggrieved  householders 
quickly  register  complaintSp  which  are  promptly  dealt  with;  but  even  so 
these  averaged  much  less  than  one  per  week  and,  when  one  considers  the 
problems  involved  and  the  fact  that  over  4s 300  premises  are  visited 
weekly  in  all  weathersp  I  feel  that  the  men  give  a  good  service  to  the 
community,
